France Greatly Excited 
Over the Schnabeles 
Affair. 


The Arrest Regarded As a Direct 


Provocation by Germany. 


Full Inquiries Into the Affair to Be 
Made by the French Government— 
Goschen’s Fiscal Budget Censured 
—Excitement Over the Parnell Let- 
ter Intensifying—Disastrous Over- 
flow in the St. Lawrence Valley— 
Fatal Railroad Accident in Canada 
—Discovery of a Nihilist Rende- 
vous. in St. Petersburg—O’Brien’s 
Visit to Canada—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
PARIS, April 22.—The latest particulars about 
the arrest of M. Schnabeles, which was cabled 
yesterday, are as follows: The accounts as 
received here say that M. Schnabeles, the 
funetionary in question, is an inspector of 
police at the railway station at Pagny-sur- 
Moselle, near the frontier of Alsace Lorraine. 
Herr Gautsch, the police inspector at Ars-sur- 
Moselle, onthe other side of the boundary, 
had written several letters to M. Schna- 
deles inviting him to come to con- 
fer with him respecting various details 
of their respective services. Yester- 
day afternoon about? o’clock, M. Schnabeles 
crossed the trontier alone and on foot on his 
way to Ars-sur-Moselle. But he had hardly 
set his foot on German soil when two German 
gendarmes, attired in white blouses, threw 
themselves on him. A desperate struggle en- 
sued, and M. Schnabeles, succeeding in es- 
caping from his assailants across the frontier 
line. They did not hesitate to follow him, 
however, and after powerful resistance on his 
part, they succeeded in hurling him tothe 
ground, and in placing handcuffs 
upon him. Some laborers who were 
at work in the vineyards hard by 
were spectators of the scene and they 
relate that M. Schnabeles, who is a strong, 
well-built man, offered an obstinate resist- 
ance, and that the Germans had great trouble 
in overcoming him. M. Schnabeles was con- 
ducted by his captors to Neveant and thence 
to Metz where the party arrived at 4 o’clock. 
The French inspector was quickly examined 


here state that the teabons for M. Schnabeles’ | 


arrest are absolutely unknown. It is true that 
a Metz newspaper declared that the agitation 
of the Patriotic League had something to do 
with it, but we are assured that there is no 
foundation for this assertion. The 
feeling all along the frontier is 
described as very strong and another 
correspondent asks whether in arresting M. 
Schnabeles the Germans wished to produce a 
casus belli? No explanation has yet been re- 
ceived from German sources. The French, in 
their indignation, declare that a trap was de- 
liberately laid for M. Schnabeles and assume 
that his arrest was intended as afresh test of 
their forbearance. The use of the words 
asus belli’’ and the prominence given by 
some of the Paris journals to the affair pro- 
duced more excitement than the incident has 
produced. Strangely enough, at this very 
moment the late President of the Patriotic 
League, M. Deroulde, isabusing the French 
Government for its pusillanimity. 


The Schnabeles Incident. 

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. .- 

Lonpon, April 22.—The story of the ar- 
rest of the French Commissary of Po- 
lice by Germans, after inveigling him 
across the line, is astounding and 
should be reteived with the utmost caution. 
Three weeks ago I passed along the road where 
the arrests were made and recoliect accurately 
the frontier point described. There was then 
not the slightest romor of war or unpleasant- 
ness inthe neighborhood. Pagny is a typical 
quiet jlittie French village. Ot course, no 
responsible correspondent or purveyor of 
news is on the spot. The inhabitants 
of these villages, moreover, know 
littie or nothing of anything of in- 
ternational significance passing in their 
neighborhood. The newspapers of Metz may, 
of course, have sent correspondents to the 
spot to investigate, but they would not dare to 
to publish a syllable on the subject which has 
not the sanction ofthe German police. It is 
inconceivable, however, that so flagrant an 
outrage has been perpetrated otherwise than 
in error. It would constitute a deliberately 
sought casus belli. Bismarck is not accus- 
tomed to do his work in such a clumsy way.

At the latter place 
those living on the river bank were awakened 
by the ice cracking into the houses carrying 
away the roofs and the walls.

The fine res- 
idence of Richard Smardon is a 
total wreck. Store-houses are demolished. 
From the black river the same disastrous in- 
telligence is received. Bridges are carried 
away and there is an immense loss of live 
stock.

Probability That the Slate May Not Be Sent. 
In To-Night—A List of Those Who Are 
Sure of Appointment—The Council and 
House Standing Cemmittees—Practical 
Politics—Interesting Political Gossip. 


Mayor Francis disappointed a crowd of hun- 
gry Democratic politicians thie morning by 
failing to put in an appearance at his office in 
the City Hall.

Pacific Investigation Commission Ad- 
journs fer Two Weeks. -

WASHINGTON, D. O., April 22.—The Pacific 
Railroad Commission will adjourn to-morrow 
to be in New York next week. Mr. Littler, the

Tam still a member of the Illinols Legisla- 
ture, he said, and am Chairman of the 
House Appropriations Committee.

Accordihg to the proposed plan al) 
roads earning over $3,000a mile are to charge 
not more than 2 cents. Roads paying under 
$3,000 and over $2,000 can charge 24 cents. All 
other roads can charge 3 cents. This would 
cut but two roads to 2 cents, viz: the Michigan 
Central, $7,118a mile, and the Lake Shore, 
$5,050 a mile. Five other roads would be 
cut to 2½ cents. The Michigan Central claims 
itholds acharter which will not permit the 
State to reduce the passenger rate below 2 
cents. The matter will goto the conrts for 
determination if the rates*are lowered as 
proposed.

seeking to break the trust deed under which 
a majority of the common stock of the 
company is held, in order that they may 
vote their stock direct and get actual 
instedd of nominal control of the company. 
The. trustees are David Hostetter, Jacob Hen- 
rici, James I. Bennett and Wm. K. Vanderbilt. 
At the last election the Vanderbilt interests 
sought to vote their stock direct, but the judge 
of election would not permit it and their stock 
was voted against their own candidate. The 
total amount of stock is 41,000 shares, of which

THE PROFIT-SHARING SYSTEM, 


A Big Concern’s Successful Experiment—The 
Employes Satisfied. 


CHICAGO, III., April 22.—A year ago the firm 
of Norton Bros. of this city decided to adopt 
the profit-sharing system with its employes. 
The firm promised to divide a certain portion 


of its profits forthe year among the employes 
who were working for the firm tor 
at least six months during the year, 
and who had not left their work 
without the consent of the firm, or who had 
not been discharged for cause. The firm 
uaranteed thesum to be divided to be not 
ess than $10,000, and expected the men to re- 
frain from striking or in any way interfering 
with their business.

SWEPT BY A CYCLONE. 


GREAT DAMAGE AND LOSS OF LIFE IN VER- 
NON COUNTY, MO. | 


Over Thirty Houses Demolished and Fifteen 
Persons Killed—The Loss of Life Likely 
to Be Increased to Twenty-Five—The 
Cyclone Passes Through Metz, Osage and 
Blue Mound Townships. 

By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEVADA, Mo., April 22.—A terrific cyclone 
swept over the northern part of this 
(Vernon) County last night about § 
o’clock. The clouds were plainly visible 
here, passing only about eight miles from this 
city. The cyclone seemed to come down the 
Marmaton River from the Kansas line, dealing 
death and destruction wherever it 
struck. 80 far as can be learned 
the first place it struck was in 
Metz Township, passing through Metz, Osage 
and Blue Mound Townships.

Damage by the Dust. 


Sies the Post- DISPATCH petitions have gone 
out among the households of the city there 
have been many inguiries as to how much is 
lost to the city every year dy 
the dust in damage to clothing 
and furniture. It will be of interest to such 
“persons to know that as far back as 1876 Col. 
Flad, President of the Board of Public Im- 
Provements, made an estimate of the damage 
thus incurred. Yesterday he ransacked his 
‘old papers and found the figures of that time, 
which now take on a peculiar and deep 
Significance. Col. Flad placed the number 
of householders at that time at 70,000, 
and estimated the damage to them alone. 
Taking the low figure of $50 worth of clothing 
foreach householder, the volume ot all the 
clothing would be , 500, 000. The damage 
could not be less than 10 per cent, which 
would be $350,000 on wearing apparel in active 
use. The damage to the clothing in stores 
and in warehouses and the damage to 
furniture would easily make another 
$350,000, making a total of $700,000. These fig- 
ures are for ten years ago. An estimate of the 
damage at the present time, figuring the 
householders as having increased in the de- 
cade to 100,000; and taking Col. Fiad’s per- 
centage of loss, would present the following 
facts:

A GREAT AND PAINFUL CRUSH AT THE 
ANNIVERSARY CELEBRATION. 


Invitations Scattered. Bruadcast Bring a 
Vast Throng of People to the Armory— 
Persons Unable to Gain Admission Rudely 
Repulsed by a Corporal’s Guard of 
Soldiers—The Latter Act Like Hoodlums 

| adies Have Their Ball Dresses Ruined.

New Tonk, April 22.—Yesterday was the 
twenty-sixth anniversary of the departure of 
the Twelfth Regiment for the war, and it was 


_Feonsidered a fitting time to dedicate the 


new Armory at Ninth avenue and Sixty- 
second street, into which they are moving. 
Invitations were strewn broadcast over the 
country, and military and civic officials, and 
people in private life, were invited to be 
present at the armory last night, and see a 
grand review of the regiment by Gen. Sher- 
man and other prominent officers. Long be- 
fore the hour at which the, drill began, 8 
o’olock, there was great crowds of people at 
the doors waiting for them to be opened and 
when they were pulled back, the ‘‘reserved’’ 
seats in the gallery were filled and the space 
on the drill floor, except that reserved for the 
maneuvers of the command, was packed with 
a pushing, crowding mass of people. Shortly 
after 8 o’clock the big doors of the 
Sixty-second street entrance and the smaller 
ones On the Ninth avenue side were closed and 
a corporal guard of six men in uniform were 
putin front of the main entrance to preserve 
order. People kept coming from all directions 
andin large numbers until there were more 
outside than in and Sixty-second street, 
around to the entrance on the avenue, was 
packed with people who held invitations in 
their hands and whose presence would have 
added dignity and honor to the entertain 
ment, There was much 
CLAMORING FOR ADMISSION, 

and many loud and bitter expressions of dis- 
gust were uttered. Among those outside 
were officers of the regular army in uniform, 
but neither they nor any one else could pass 
the guard. The young men in uniform who 
had been detailed to that position in charge of 
a corporal felt the dignity of the situation, 
and they were inexorable. They stood with 
guns, some at rest and others with bright, 
dangerous-looking bayonets staring at the 
men and women whose presence had been re- 
quested bythe officers and members of the 


regiment. The crowd grew larger each 
moment as the elevated trains and street 
cars from up and down town emptied their 
loads near by, and soon the front ranks of the 
= crowded close to the soldiers. The 
atter became excited, and before anyone 
knew what had happened there was a clashin 

of steel, arush toward the soldiers and lou 

and angry voices rang out above the din of a 
miniature riot. One of the soldiers had 
charged bayonets’’ ata man in the crowd 

and an instant later one-half the guard did 
likewise and the bright steel blades came close 
to the heads of many of those who stood in the 
front ranks of the crowd. There was a mo- 
men shudder and the mass of people drew

fer it looked as though bloodshed would fol- 
low instantly. But there were cool and cour- 
ageous men there, and they grabbed the 1 * 
onets ofthe youngsters and held them up in 
the air. There were only four policemen on

both sides. Both remained passive for afew 
minutes, the soldiers removed their bayonets 
and trouble was thought to be averted. But 
ma few moments some of the guard put 
their bayonets back again. One of them, a 
hot-headed young man who had been talking 
. al and  bdboisterously durin the 
evening, got into an angry controversy 
with a young stock broker, and stepping 
back thrust at him with his bayonet. Others 
of the guard followed suit, but they were 
caught as before. The voung stock broker 
seized the angry soldier’s gun in both his 

ds and held it firmly above his head. 
While in that position the soldier struck him 
severe blows in the face, knocking him back 
and down alow step. Those in the crowd who 
saw this made a rush for the small body of 
uniformed men and would have made short 
work of them had it not been for the presence 
ofthe four policemen who drove the soldiers 
back and implored the men who had rushed at 
the soldiers to help keep order. Ladies with 
their escorts were trampled upon and their 
handsome ball- room dresses torn and disar- 
— Many ot them screamed wildly and 
made frantic efforts to getaway, but this only 
made matters worse and added to the con- 
fusion.

balance sheets of the partnership and all 
statements of account rendered at any time 
between Mr. Lancaster and Mr. Joseph H. 
Tiernan. 

In a supplemental affidavit for production of 
these books Mr. Glover states that in his 
answer to the suit there is set out a memoran- 
dum of title and transfers, by which all of the 
real property of Mr. Lancaster went out of his 
hands into the hands of relatives and friends 
prior to a Federal judgment ainst him, and 
were returned tohim by said relatives and 
friends after said judgments were satisfied. 
Mr. Lancaster was examined on these matters 
and testified, in effect, thatthese transfers 
were bona fide, and not made to defrand the 
United States Government, as charged 
in the alleged libel. But when ques 
tioned as to whether the rents were 
paid to him, while ostensibly belonging to 
others, he said that in some cases he does not 
know, andin some cases that the books of 
Lancaster & Tiernan will show, but that he 
does not remember. He claims also that in 
the series of mortgages recited in the answer 
there was money advanced him from 
the firm. Mr. Glover thinks that the 
books will show the items and times, and he 
expects that the books will necessarily show 
who collected the rents during the time the 
property was ostensibly belonging to others. 

Mr. Glower further expects that the 
books will show that Mr. Lancaster re- 
ceived these rents and that no money 
was advanced on those mortgages by the 
firm of Lancaster & Tiernan, and that 
all this will sustain the justification of the de- 
fendant. Mr. Lancaster also said that certain 
of the mortgages of which his partner, Joseph 
H. Tiernan, subsequently turned up as as- 
signee, and which were satisfied by him, were 
paid by the profits of the firm of neaster & 
Tiernan.,He could not say when or where, and 
assome of the mortgages lay many years 
before they were satisfied, and as Mr. Lancas- 
ter said that he did not know that these were 
paid before being satisfied, or whether they 
were or not, or if they were, how long before 
the satisfaction of record, and therefore it is 
necessary for the defendant to examine the 
books and he expects to prove thereby that no 
mortgages were paid by the profits of Mr. Lan- 
caster in the firm. 

The demurrer to the angwer was argued by 
Alex. Martin for the plaintiff. Mr. Jacob Klein 
appeared with Mr. Glover for the defense. 

e points urged on the demurrer were that 
the answer contained neither an averment nor 
a denial nora justification. It was also con- 
tended that Mr. Gilover’s statements before 
the United States Senate could not be con- 
strued as a privileged communication. The 
Court took the demurrer under advisement 
atthe close of the arguments, and will pass 
upon it early next week.

FINED FIFTY DOLLARS 


For Giving Glassware as Prizes for Purchas- 
ing Yeast Powder. 


John R. Brueggeman, who keeps a grocery 
and saloon at No. 1462 Monroe street, was tried 
before Judge Cady this morning on a charge 
uf running a gift enterprise. He is one of the 
grocers who have been selling a brand of 
baking powder with which glassware is given 
away. Special officer Mike Kelly, of the 
Fourth District testified that on Aprill2 he 


purchased a box of yeast powder from Brueg- 
geman for 15 cents and on opening the Ws 4 
— found an order for a glass fruit dish. 

rueggeman, wha did not know his customer 
was a police officer, remarked that Kelly was 
pretty lucky and suggested that he had better 
take another chance, This he did and won a 
glass goblet with the second box. 

Stephen Meier, a giassware merchant, tes- 
tifled that the glass fruit dishes were 
worth $1.50 a dozen, bat retailed 
at 30 cents a piece. Goblets of the style won 
were worth 24 cents a dozen wholesale, but re- 
tailed for 40 cents a dozen and 5 cents apiece. 

City Attorney Dyer stated that Shakspeare 
defined a lottery to be a scheme for the dis- 
tribution of prizes or the distribution itself. 
He meant Webster but said Shakspeare, This 
definition, he thought, clearly covered the 
case before the court. 

Mr. Lodge, who represented the defense, 
moved the discharge of the defendant on the 
city’s case. He said the scheme was not a 
lottery and could not be classed as such. The 
manufacturers’ of the powder merely gave 
away glassware with their goods to advertise 
them, preferring this methed to spending 
money in the other usual forms of advertising. 
It had not been shown that the powder was 
not worth 15 cents a box, the price charged, 
and the defendant should be discharged. It 
was a similar case to giving away chromos, 
fans, etc., to customers, and numerous lead- 
ing firms made gifts of this kind. 

udge Cady said it was very plain to him 
that if the powder was worth 15 cents a box 
there was nevertheless a difference in the value 
of the prizes. One was worth twice as much 
asthe powder itself, while another was worth 
considerably less than the powder. Pur- 
chaser could not select their prizes, but had 
to take what they got by chance. He would 
fine the defendant 30.

SHIVERING IN THE SUNSHINE. 


A Short Story by a Steamboat Pilot—Why 
He Closed the State-Room Window. 


About twelve years ago I was master and pilot 
of the steamboat Sarah Brown, that ran between 
Peekskill and New York, carrying freight. At 
Peekskill we lay up ata dock near which one of 
the main sewers from the village emptied into 
the river. The bad air and gas from this sewer 
was fearful.

DEFYING THE LAW. 

How custom grows into a sort of law 
stronger sometimes than statutes or State 
Constitutions is now being illustrated by 
the great railroad corporations of Penn- 
sylvania. It has so long been their custom 
to flagrantly defy the Constitution of the 
State, and it has so long been the custom 
of the people to submit, that the Reading, 
the Pennsylvania, the Lehigh Valley and 
the Jersey Central Railroad Companies 
have at last entered into an agreement to 
test their combined power against both 
State and Federal law. 

While a Democratic State adminstra- 
tion was striving in the courts to enforce 
the State Constitution they made quasi 
submissions and announced that their 
pool would be discontinued after April 1. 
But now, having once more induced the 
Legislature to violate its pledges and 
practically nullify the mandates of people 
and Constitution, they have formed 
another ‘‘combine’’ which has for its 
object the most audacious violations of 
both the interstate commerce law 
and the Constitution of the State. It 
is a continuation of their coal pool 
with its odious and outrageous local and 
personal discriminations that have cre- 
ated and built up so many subsidiary 
monopolies in violation of common right 
and public policy. It is an attempt to 
convert into weapons of oppression all 
provisions of law that have been enacted 
for the protection of the public. Itis an 
attempt to continue the policy by which 
they have captured and destroyed the 


, waterways of the State and acquired 


not only monopoly power, but the 
power to create and maintain monop- 
olies when and where they would by 
showing favors or levying ruinous ex- 
actions as they pleased. The Philadelphia 
Record says they have been taxing every 
family in that great city $25 on their coal 
alone, and that its Board of Trade does 
not protest against that and other ex- 
actions because even the Board of Trade 
isrun by railroad directors and favored 
shippers. 

The monopolies granted by Queen ELIZA- 
BETH were insignificant trifles compared 
with the monopolies created in Pennsylva- 
nia by her combined railroads, and were 
easily revoked by the Queen at the re- 
quest of her people. But the revocation 
of the monopoly-creating power was in 
vain. embodied in the Constitution of 
Pennsylvania, which has been defied by 
the railroads for twelve years. It is evi- 
dent from the situation there that we are 
at the beginning only of the struggle 
which is to decide whether this country is 
to be governed by its people and its laws 


or by its rich and grasping corporations. 
— ee ——— 
Ir seems to be the policy of the rail- 


roads. with all the aid they can command 


from shippers under their control, to 
make all the trouble they can for the In- 
terstate Commission, and to evade and 
defeat the new law wherever they can do 
so with impunity. After worrying the 
Commission into every possible concession, 
keeping it busy for months with investi- 
gations and arguments, quibbles and 
technicalities, they propose to carry its 
decisions into the courts and oppose them 
there with every obstruction and delay 
available in those slow-moving tri- 
bunals. On the constitutionality of 
the new law and of the powers con- 
ferred on the Commission they can raise 
questions that can be kept before the 
courts for years, and thus impair the 
efficiency of the Commission and retard 
the operation of the law. But we have no 
reason to believe that their fight will be 
more successful than that which they 
made against State Railroad Commis- 
sions, or that which was made by the 
railroads of Great Britain against the 
British Railway Commission. The latter 
was resisted and opposed at all points 
from the beginning and with every instru- 
mentality the combined railroads could 
bring to bear against it, but it triumphed 
over all, and a bill pending in Parliament 
now proposes to increase the Commis- 
sion’s powers and to extend still further 
its authority over railroad business. 

. SECRETARY BAYARD announces the re-

Labor vs. Plutocracy. 
From the New York WORLD. 

But the protest went further than this. It 
was born of a conviction that there is a grow- 
ing inequality in the laws, inthe government 
and in ali the conditions of life of this Repub- 
lic. The influence of money inthe élections, 
and as a consequence in the law-making, the 
law-executing and even the law-declaring de- 
partments of government, has placed the poor 
men in this country—that Is to say, the masses 
—at a disadvantage which they did not feel a 
generation ago. Plutocratic powers and ten- 
dencies have increased at a rapid rate within 
the past decade. There is no absolute democ- 
racy, and therefore no real political equality, 
in a government wherein the longest 
purse carries elections, where money- 
bags rule the Senate, where big 
subscriptions to campaign funds are a 
condition precedent to candidacy for office, 
and where corporations and other com- 
bines’’ of capital and corruption are too apt 
to have their own way in pretty much every- 
thing that concerns them, It was from a real 
feeling that the essence of democratic equality 
is threatened by the growth of a Plutocracy 
in the Republic that the labor movement has 
sprung. With such a cause itis natural that 
it should appeal to brain-workers as well as 
hand-workers. The poor man of culture feels 
the arrogance of wealth more keenly and ap- 
preciates more fully the anomaly and the 
danger of aruling moneyed class here than 
does the uneducated and underpaid laborer. 
Aguinst capital usefully employed there is no 
hostility worth considering. It is against a 
corrupt money power that seeks to pervert 
government and control business for its own 
selfish ends that the protest of tne labor party 
is directed. And it is a protest which it be- 
hooves the nation to heed. 


A Warning to Democrats, 


From the Boston Herald (Ind.) 

For itseif, alabor movement in politics can 
affect absolutely nothing. Its only possible 
influence is asa disturbing force in the other 
parties. It may be used by one against the 
other, and though its numbers are inconsid- 
erable in comparison with the total vote, itis 
by no means certain that it may not turn the 
scale in important States. The Democrats 
need not flatter themselves that any other 
party than their own will suffer from it, Four 
out of five, if not five out of six, of its 
votes will be taken fr0m the Democratic 
party. The Democratic party has been the 
party that the workingmen of the cities 
have chiefly acted with. The Democrats, 
therefore, will do well to remember how pre- 
carious is their hold on several of the States 
whose vote is necessary to give them the next 
Presidential election. Indiana and New Jersey 
are slipping from their grasp on a strict party 
basis. New York’s margin is a very small one 
in their favor. They cannot lose many labor 
votes here, and hold the State totheir party. 
It is wise for them always to remember also 
thatthe Republicans are watching carefully 
every opportunity to gaina point upon them, 
and thatone of their points in view is the 
having a labor party inthe field. It will be 
backed just as the Butler party of three years 
ago was backed, and Republican money will 
pay the’e&pense of its organization, if neces- 
sary. 


The Money Power in Politics. 
From Ex-Mayor Harrison’s Farewell Message. 

I fear demoralization has taken root so deep- 
ly that America will never return to the olden 
ideas. Men are fearfully ambitious of acquir- 
ing sudden riches. They desireto be rich in 
their youth, so that they may revel in the 
springtime of life. Plutocracy has erected it- 
self into a species of nobility far worse than 
the privileged classes of monarchies, for it 
is not restrained by the legend ‘‘noblesse 
oblige.’’ This plutocraey reaches every 
sphere in life. Some of the churches even 
are. charged with being tainted with it, 
Men grow rich in legislative halls and great 
corporations have their paid members in 
every State Legisiature, The United States 
Senate is no longer a body of learned con- 
script fathers, but isan assemblage of nou- 
veaux riches who, it is said, purchase their 
Senatorial togas as freely as they would buy a 
membership in a stock or grain exchange. 

Men who were poor last year are millionaires 
to-day, and the masses, carried away by the 
contagion, want, too, to grow erich in a day, 
They forget thatthis rapidly acquired wealth 
was not made—not created—but was simply 
taken from the pockets of thousands who sank 
back into poverty; that these splendid fort- 
unes arethe gathering from the flotsam and 
jeteam of innumerable wrecks. 


Nepotism Still Fashionable. 
Washington Dispatch to Detroit Tribune, 

The very recent appointment of the sons of 
Senators Pugh and Morgan of Alabama to 
prominent positions with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission andinthe General Land 
Office has again attracted attention to the 
nepotism being practiced by men in public 
offices. Three-fourths of the men in Congress 
have sons, brothers, sisters or some other 
near relatives in the Federal service.

“FEDORA” IN FRENCH: 


SARAH BERNHARDT’S PERFORMANCE OF 
HER FAMOUS ROLE. 


Her Appearance at Popo’s Theater Last 
Evening—The Strongest Impression of 
Her Work—How She Makes Theatrical 
Methods Contribute to Natural Results— 
An Analysis of Her Stage Art—Tragio 
Pantomime—The Company and the Au- 
dience. 


Bernhardt isastudy. After seeing her in 
‘*¥adora’’ the first term I hit upon to describe 
the strongest impression of her methods and 
her results was realism. The retrospection 
which follows the performance of a genuine 
artist in a great role always hits upon the 
prevailing powerful impression, which is the 
artist’s distinguishing quality. An at- 
tempt at the definition of it, however, 


Sarah Bernhardt. 
is unsatisfactory. If it were not full of elusive 
subtlety it would not belong to the genius of 
art and would lose half its charm. This very 
stimulation of the analytical faculty and of the 
intelligence is the proof of power and its chief 
fascination, 

Bernhardt is full of, it, and it is this that 
makes every creation a surprise and every 
performance a novelty. The subtle depth of 
her artistic intelligence finds expression in 
flashes which seem to be inspiration and which 
probably strike the mass as outre and sensa- 
tional, but which at the same time uncovers 
a phase of nature and reveals a 
strengtb of emotion or passion bitherto incon- 
ceived. It is necessarily startling. Nature 
always is, and one seeks the most graphic 
term to describe it. Ifell upon realism, in a 
theatrical sense, at the firstjump. But Ihave 
changed the term to naturalism, in a dramatic 
sense, embracing realism in the common ac- 
ceptation of the word and more. 

Perhaps an illustration may throw light on 
the subject. I take it that Davenport is theat- 
rically realistic, while Bernhardt is theatri- 


cally natural. This may seem a mere juggling 
in words, but the idea I mean to — 18 
that Davenport pictures pag the emotio 
and passions, the “ki grief, hate, love and 
horrible death o +g while Bernhardt 
is what Fedora be in life swayed 
by these passions ar emotions. They 
are both startling in“eff¢ect, but Bernhardt’s 
ls the subtier art and the finer intelligence. 
She doubtless appears more sensational but 
it is in a different way. When I say sensational 
as applied to herlusethe word in its better 
sense, not as meaning anything loud or 
bizarre, but what is une pane although it 
may be delicate and su in gesture, 
action, —— or e . on, In 
this sense ner methods are sensational, but her 
effects are natural. 

The paradox is only apparent. It is on the 
principle that truth is stranger than fiction, 
and that nature transcends art. The actor 
who approaches noarest to nature is the actor 
whose work is fullest of surprises and start- 
ling revelations. The average human being 
who lives in the common atmosphere of the 
social and conventional world does not realize 
what possibilities there are in nature; what is 
in the heart of man and woman to conceive, 
to think, to feel, todo. And the artist who 
discovers an unrealized possibility or lays 
bare an unknown phase of life with the 
graphic portruyal o 4 thut surge at 
the awakening touch of unfelt influences is in 
— 2 of popular incredulity and condemna- 

on 

The creative genius and the faculty of acute 
insight of poet, novelist or actor which are 
the sighast distinctive gifts, and which search 
the heights and depths of manifold human 
experience and reveal in the vivid light of 
inspiration things undreamt of by the mass 
arecried down as sensational and visions of 
delirium. But lu the end truth vindicates it- 
self and what was a monster of imagination 
becomes a creature of fact and experience. 

It is so with Bernhardt’s Fedora. A glance 
at the task she has to perform shows the dim. 
culties in the way of her purpose. The play is 
repulsive and is constructed with a view to 
obtaining the most powerful dramatic effect 
that imagination can picture; to gaining on 
the part of the audience that breath- 
less peg and imaginative thrill 
of horror neident to the end 
which each step of development 
foreshadows and suggests, and which 
must reach « culmination even more realistic- 
ally terrible than is anticipated.’ The play 
deals with experiences entirely out of the com- 
monrun. The foundation is violent death, 
the superstructure hate, revenge and unrea- 
soning, unconventional ‘passion and the cap- 
stone, suicide and remorse. It is anight- 
mare of horrors, yet so cleverly constructed 
with such a perfection of logical sequence an 

lausible a A and invention that it 
ascinates while it repulses and leads 
one irresistibly to the tragic denouement. 
The mind consents while its revolts at each 
successive view of human experience that it 
unfolds. The work of the dramatist ends here 
and the work of the actress begins.

The Ex-Editor of the Dublin Irishman 
Charged With Writing the Times Letter. 


By Telegrat-h to the Post-DIsPaTca. 

NEw TORR, April 22.—Some people suspect 
Dick Piggott, once the editor of the Dublin 
Irishman, as the forgerof the Parnell letter. 
This newspaper was the mouthpiece of the ex- 
treme Nationalists for many years, and O' Don- 
ovan Rossa was a regular contributor from this 
side of the water, a war correspondent,’’ as 
it were. But Rossa had ceased writing for it 


long before it was bought by the Land 
Leaguers. When the Land League reached its 
height, and when money from this side was 
pouring into its treasury at the rate of $10,000 
a week and when e in Ireland seemed 
to have forsaken the idea of revolution and to 
have gone in with the — N ana 
Irishman began to go wn hill. William 
O’Brien, Justin McCarthy and-Parnell bought 
the paper, which soon became not only a Land 
League organ but the mouthpiece of that or- 
anization under its new title of United Ire- 
and. The revointioniste felt that this was a 
blow at them, for now they had no paper to 
voice their sentiment. Piggott began thinking 
the matter over, and at last resolved that he 
had a grievance. He began a series of attacks 
in the Freeman’s Journal of Dublin on Pat- 
rick Egan, who was treasurer of the League, 
alleging that the League had taken un- 
fair advantage of him so that his paper 
might be put out of sight. He made ‘‘dis- 
closures,’’ which consisted of elaborately 
arranged tables of figures showing that the 
League money had been squandered and that 
large sums were disappearing for which no 
account had been given. Mr. Egan met these 
statements effectively. Then, as a final 
desperate effort, Piggott threatened to dis- 
close’’ something to the public, some mys- 
terious documents of such an extraordinary 
character, that no answer could be made to 
them. He wrote to Mr. Egan, saying, that the 
Government was willing to give him a large 
amount of money for these papers, 
but he would e6 not to pub 
ish them if the League treas- 
urer would give him £500. I wrote 
a scornful letter in reply, inviting t ° publica- 
tion of the letters that Piggott possibly could 
write about him, and refusing to give the 
bribe in place of silence. Piggott, as a result, 
wrote no more and was thus effectually ‘‘sat 
upon.“ It is now surmised that, admitting 
that the forgery took place outside of the 
Times office, either McDermott or Piggott had 
a hand in it, more probably Piggott, and that 
with his pretended knowledge of being able to 
tell something 2 the Times took the 
alleged letter and paid for it, printed it and 
said it was genuine.
